DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Bob Melvin Rubin was seen riding Hamptons 
Subway between East Hampton and Amagansett 
last Thursday. Colson Whitehead was seen 
riding between Bridgehampton and Sag Harbor 
on Monday carrying some sort of trophy. 
George Filopoulous, the driving force behind 
the restoration of Gurney’s Montauk was seen 
on the Hamptons Subway between Sag Harbor 
and Noyac. 


SNAKES CAUGHT 

A woman carrying a basket of eight poisonous 
snakes onto the subway—that many snakes 
is against ordinances—discovered while 
disembarking at the Southampton station that 
all eight had vanished out a hole in the bottom 
of the basket. When she informed Subway 
officials, a hunt ensued and all eight were 
successfully rounded up within the hour. 


Then she remembered there were actually 
10 snakes. So, two are still loose. According to 
the woman, all the snakes have names and the 
two she forgot are Slippery and Slithery.

DELAY 

Due to engine trouble aboard subway train 
#7 yesterday, that subway train will only be 
permitted a top speed of 26 miles per hour. 
The cause is a piston rod malfunction in one 
of the cylinders—the engine clanks when it 
goes over 26 m.p.h. and it is expected that 
#7 will remain crippled for quite awhile, since the 
parts needed to fix this have been backordered 
by the Canadian engine manufacturer. Since 
the normal top speed is 42 miles an hour for 
all the subway trains, and since the subways 


come through the system at exactly six minute 
intervals, subway #7 has to make up the time 
in the schedule by reducing the number of 
seconds the subway doors remain open in 
every station from the regular twenty seconds 
to eight. Since the train ID numbers do not 
appear on the outside of the trains, the wisest 
thing to do in these circumstances is just 
assume every train coming into any station is 
#7 and be quick about getting on and off to keep 
from being left behind. 


FALL CLEAN UP 
Staff members of Hamptons Subway were 
out last Wednesday on their annual treasure 
hunt. During the hours between 2 a.m. and 
6 a.m., when normal track maintenance is done, 
employees are permitted to hold the hunt 
by walking up and down the tracks looking 
for things left behind by riders. They are 
permitted to keep what they find. About 
25 employees took advantage of this 
Wednesday night and among the things 
found were three wedding rings, a mink 
coat, five cell phones, two cameras, six 
beach umbrellas, 17 beach _ inflatables, 
15 flip flops, two pairs of pants, a bicycle, five 
brassieres, three Frisbees and a small gray cat.

COFFEE AND CAKE MISTAKE 

The police were called to mediate in a dispute at 
a Hamptons restaurant over the weekend, after 
a customer refused to pay the billed amount 
for his table’s dessert course. The restaurant’s 
management in turn refused to allow the 
customer to leave without paying his full check, 
and the situation threatened to become violent. 
According to police, their inquiries at the scene 
revealed that, after their meal, the party of 
four had ordered coffee and cake for the table, 
but had apparently declined to look at the 
actual dessert menu. Their waiter testified that 


he had offered to show the dessert menu to 
the customers, but they were preoccupied by 
conversation and simply requested whatever 
coffee and cake the restaurant had. “That was 


- a mistake,” said Hamptons Police spokesman 


Larry Hirsch. This particular restaurant, it turns 
out, specializes in obscure pastries and coffees, 
often priced well beyond what even wealthy 
patrons are prepared to pay. “It’s all spelled 
out on the menu. Turns out, they had ordered 
four cups of Civet coffee, at $120 a pop!” 
Civet coffee, or Kopi Luwak, is an Indonesian 
delicacy produced by feeding raw coffee beans 
to palm civets and then retrieving the beans 
from the animals’ feces. This produces what 
some consider a smoother coffee, but in this 
case the restaurant is definitely more interested 
in the novelty factor—Kopi Luwak is the most 
expensive coffee in the world. The cake the 
party consumed proved even more expensive, 
however—it actually had a historic provenance. 


“Without realizing it, these guys ate up four: 


pieces of cake left over from Charles and Diana’s 
wedding,” said Hirsch. “You wouldn’t believe 


what the place was charging for it!” The leftover 
wedding cake had been purchased at auction 
for $1,500 per slice, and the restaurant was 
offering it for $3,000 per slice, reflecting their 
usual markup. In the end, the police convinced 
the restaurant to reduce the table’s check 
from $13,235 to an even $10,000, and the dispute 
was resolved. 


DEMONSTRATION DEFENDS MUTE SWANS 

While the New York DEC has ruled out culling 
the local mute swan population, that hasn’t 
satisfied all of the local advocates for the birds, 
some of whom staged a demonstration in Sag 
Harbor on Monday. Police were called to keep 
the peace. At issue was the continual reference to 
the swans as being “mute,” which the advocates 
termed a “demeaning and discriminatory” word. 
They demanded that officials hereafter refer 
to the swans as “not talkative.” Officials are 
considering the advocates’ demands. @&

History Channel Didnt Get It All Right. Here Is What Really Happened

ast Thursday night | watched The Dark 

Files; a two-hour special on History 
channel that it was hoped would uncover the 
secrets of Camp Hero in Montauk. This former 
military base was rumored to have been the 
site of government time-travel experiments, 
brain-altering lasers, Nazi scientist. medical 
experiments, LSD experiments, worldwide 
mind control, and a group of young local 
boys who were rounded up, reprogramed into 
zombies and stood in rows at attention in a 
field by the Montauk Lighthouse. There’s a 
photo of about 40 of them standing there like 
that with the Lighthouse in the background in 
the show. 

These activities are supposed to have taken 
place between 1950 and 1981, the year when, 
according to the documentary, the military base 
shut down. (It shut down in 1963.) Note: Then, 
a book came out, published by Preston Nichols 
in 1992, causing a sensation. It was called The 
Montauk Project: Experiments in Time. Another 
book, Montauk Revisited, came out three years 
later and caused another sensation. | am quoted 
in that one. More about that later. 

The documentary begins with a helicopter 
flying over the Montauk Point Lighthouse and 


the radar tower out there, accompanied by 
ominous music. Are these rumors true? Is there 
a government cover-up? 

The documentary switches to actual footage 
of awful things done elsewhere that were later 
learned to be true. There are the skeletal 
survivors of Auschwitz, the experiments at 
Tuskegee on African-Americans, soldiers in 
World War Il being stabbed with needles, other 
soldiers being forced to take LSD. And then 
there is footage of naked and terrified young 
teenagers running through a spotlight in tunnels 
underground covered in blood, supposedly at 
Montauk. How did they get that? 

At this point, four articles from Dan’s Papers 
are flashed onto the screen. I wrote them. WHAT 
IS HAPPENING AT MONTAUK? is the headline 
for one of them. NAZIS, GUNS, MONTAUK is 
another. The Dan’s Papers logo is shown with 
the headlines and the articles, which are so 
small as to be illegible. 

Having recorded this two-hour program to 
watch it later, I was able to stop action to 
see what I wrote. You could see the dates 
of publication. In one article, I was writing 
about a dead animal that had washed up on 
the beach. In another, I wrote about all the 
military guns used between colonial times and 
the present day at Montauk Point. That one, 


in Dan’s Papers, was headlined DEFENDING 
AMERICA. The producers preferred WHAT IS 
HAPPENING AT MONTAUK? At another place 
in the documentary they repeat the exact came 
body copy but the headline differs. They have 
no shame. 

The show is two hours long, but really it’s 
much shorter than that. The reason is every 
time they come to some tense moment—the 
investigators are about to climb up over a chain- 
link fence marked KEEP OUT—for example, they 
cut to commercials before their feet get over. In 
one advertising interval, they showed nine ads 
in a row. Cadillac, DiGiorno Pizza, Vistaprint, 
UPS, Kelley Blue Book, Varidesk.com, Tostitos, 
Cottonelle and Burger King. Returning to the 
show, there is a long sequence where they 
start from the beginning all over again, the 
Lighthouse, the Nazis, the naked boys, the 
articles in Dan’s Papers, until finally, maybe it’s 
10 minutes, they get to the point where the guys 
are putting their feet over the fence. 

They do this over and over, either because 
they think channel hoppers have just tuned in 
and need to know what is going on, or because 
maybe the viewership can’t remember what the 
show was about after nine commercials. 

It’s fair to say that the documentarians tried 
real hard to make their (Continued on next page)

case. The investigators are the young filmmaker, 
a former CIA agent, and a Philadelphia magazine 
reporter. Talking to one another, they are-not 
above inane logic. For example, they show 
how World War II American soldiers were 
deliberately infected with syphilis and nobody 
knew about this until years later. 

“Well, that doesn’t mean this happened in 
Montauk,” one would say. 

“Yeah, but it doesn’t mean it didn’t, either.” 

They show plans that secretly took Nazi 
scientists who performed horrible experiments 
on victims in concentration camps and were 
nevertheless brought to the United States 
to work on the hydrogen bomb. They show 
the Holmesburg Prison in Philadelphia where 
inmates were tortured and had dioxin thrown 
into their faces and onto their backs. 

“All worth investigating at Montauk,” one of 
them says. 

They interview three men who say they were 
“Montauk Boys,” one of whom, when asked 
if, while he was being tortured in Montauk, 
did his parents do anything about him being 
missing from home, tells them no, they didn’t 
do anything. Their minds were being controlled 
from afar, too. 

They interview Preston Nichols, who lives 
in a junkyard of a compound somewhere in 
the Midwest, attended by followers. As they 
get out of their car, the investigators meet 
a follower who cheerfully tells him that the 
kitchen pot upside down on his head is there 


to deflect incoming laser mind-control rays. 
Nichols himself has a sort of throne room 
where he sits in a recliner, surrounded by metal 
shelves covered with old 1960 vacuum tube 
transmitters and radios. 

“I never said my book was real,” he tells the 
investigators. “J said it might be real but it 
might just be fiction.” 

Eventually they hit the jackpot, or what 
they think is the jackpot. They meet a young 
Montauker who has videos of himself climbing 
around on the base when he was a lad, after the 
base was abandoned. There are steps leading 
underground. He films into the darkness. 
There’s filthy water in them. 

In some of these tunnels there is graffiti on 
the walls that makes the investigators think 
there were LSD experiments. They interview 
psychiatrists. They interview the son of Timothy 
Leary, the LSD guru of the 1960s and 1970s. 

If they had talked to me, I could have told 
them what that graffiti was. 

As a result of their conversation with the lad 
with the videos, they hire a company that has 
equipment that can sniff along the surface of 
the earth and locate hard structures buried in 
the ground. They meet them at a field high up 
on a cliff near the Lighthouse, where, one of the 
three boys said he was tortured and turned into 
a zombie in underground tunnels here. 

“The plans the government has given us don’t 
show any tunnels,” one of the. investigators 
says. “If there’s something under here, this 


would be proof.” 

The experts take out their electronic gear and 
begin to sniff for tunnels. If they had talked to 
me, I could have told them what that was, too. 

I probably know more about Camp Hero than 
anybody alive. My dad bought the drug store 
in Montauk in 1956 when I was 16 and moved 
us there from Millburn, New Jersey. Up in the 
woods out by the Lighthouse was an abandoned 
army base called Camp Hero. It had been built 
during WWII. But now, the soldiers were gone 
and the base was closed. Next door, though, 
there was a new military base, called the 
773rd Air Squadron. In the center of it, the 
men had begun constructing a radar tower. 
This would be the centerpiece of an early 
warning missile tracking system should the 
Soviet Union attack. 

As a curious teenager, I was there on that 
property quite a bit, delivering prescriptions 
to the officers, going to parties in the rec hall, 
buying things on the cheap at the canteen. The 
base was surrounded by a barbed-wire fence, 
but armed soldiers at a gatehouse would raise 
the gate and let you in if you had the papers— 
which, | found, were pretty easy to get. 

During these visits, I'd also climb around 
in the dilapidated former Camp Hero area. 
Nearly all the buildings were overgrown with 
vines. But there was nothing unusual about 
it. There were barracks, latrines, and several 
artificial hills created by bulldozers from which

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Stolen de Kooning Found 


Was It Stolen for Money, or Because Somebody Just Wanted to Look at It?

E ast Hampton became the center of the 
art world for about 30 years after World 
War II when huge numbers of artists resettled 
in town and produced Abstract Expressionist 
paintings here. Jackson Pollock and Willem de 
Kooning were the most well known of them. 
Most lived hand-to-mouth, even swapping their 
paintings for groceries. None lived long enough 
to see their work sell today for tens, and even a 
hundred, million dollars. 

Occasionally, though, paintings turn up here. 

In 2002, filmmaker Alex Matter retrieved the 
possessions of his late father’s estate at the 
Home Sweet Home Moving and Storage in 
Wainscott. There, he found nearly three-dozen 
paintings tied together with twine that seemed 
to be original Jackson Pollocks. Herbert Matter 
was a friend of Jackson Pollock. 

One art expert confirmed them to be 
Pollocks—which, if they were, would be worth 
tens of millions. Others, however, declared 
them to be the work of others, not Pollock. The 
issue is considered still up in the air. 

Now comes a tale of a painting by Willem 
de Kooning. De Kooning painted “Woman-Ochre” 
in 1955. Also Abstract Expressionist, it portrays 
an angry, overbearing woman, hands on 
hips, looking out at the viewer. “Woman-Ochre” 
is valued around $100 million. 

Eventually stolen from the University of 
Arizona Museum of Art in 1985, it was found 


in an antique and furniture store a few months 
ago. The owners of the store, who had bought 
the painting as part of an estate sale in New 
Mexico, took it to safety and, after learning of 
this, decided to give it back to the museum. 

“For us it was the equivalent of finding a lost 
wallet and returning it. It was a no-brainer,” 
Buck Burns, one of the three owners of the 
store, told The New York Times. 

i te 

Three years after de Kooning painted “Woman- 
Ochre,” a collector bought it and donated it to 
the University of Arizona Museum of Art in 
Tucson. It was put on display. 

Almost 30 years later, on November 26, 1985, 
an older woman and a young man came to 
visit the museum moments after it opened at 
9 a.m. They were met by a guard. The older 
woman distracted the guard by asking him 
questions while the young man went off. When 
he returned, the guard did not notice the man 
was hiding a rolled-up canvas under his coat. 
But after the pair left, the guard walked into 
the next gallery and saw that a de Kooning had 
been cut from its frame. The guard reported 
that the older woman had reddish blond hair 
and the young man a moustache. 

Five years ago, a New York City schoolteacher 
named Jerry Alter, now retired to the 
village of Cliff, New Mexico, died at age 81. 
His wife, Rita, died last summer, also at 81. 
The antique and furniture store in Silver City 
bought the contents for about $2,000. 


One day, a shopper saw this painting leaning 
against a wall and said it looked like a de 
Kooning. Co-owner David Van Auker took the 
picture to experts, found out who owned it 


and then returned it. The museum still had 


the frame with the canvas cut out. The cuts on 
this painting exactly matched the cuts in the 
original frame. 

Schoolteachers Jerome and Rita Alter were 
a quiet, intellectual couple with a son who was 
believed to be mentally ill. In retirement, they 
traveled to countries in every continent in the 
world. Jerome wrote several books, according 
to The New York Times, and, in one short story, 
“The Eye of the Jaguar,” describes a heist where 
a grandmother and granddaughter steal a 
120-carat emerald from a display. 

“Having made their escape with no witnesses 
present, the thieves left absolutely no clues 
which the police could use to even begin a 
search for them,” Jerome wrote. 

Police sketches made with the guard’s help 
show the older woman to be about 55, the 
young man about 35. Jerome would have been 
54 and his son 23 at the time. One theory is 
that Jerome dressed as a woman wearing a red- 
blond wig. And the son swiped it. Some who’ve 
seen the sketches say it looks like them. 

According to Van Auker, the painting was on 
the wall of the Alter’s bedroom. With the door 
open, you couldn’t see it. With it closed, you 
could see it from the bed. 

Every night. && 
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guns, now removed, could fire two-foot-long 
shells out to sea from underneath a concrete 
hood. I’d climb through tunnels hidden in those 
hills. Ammunition had apparently been stored 
in there, and narrow gauge railroad tracks 
allowed handcars to bring the shells to the 
guns. In those tunnels, my friends and I brought 
portable radios, candles, lanterns and beer 
and partied hard on several occasions. Others 
who had done the same earlier, perhaps with 
stronger stuff, had spray-painted graffiti on 
many of the walls. 

One day, above ground, atop the cliff near the 
Lighthouse itself, | came upon what looked like 
a circular helicopter pad. Friends based at the 
773rd told me it was no helicopter pad. It was 
a concrete platform for a swiveling anti-aircraft 


gun, now removed. Artillery shells for it were in 
storage room tunnels under it. I found a steel 
door on the ground nearby, and, with friends, 
opened it to climb down a steel ladder a few 
rungs. It was filled with smelly, dark water. We 
climbed back out. 

The radar tower rose to a height of 120 feet 
and its big dish up top began turning in search 
of the enemy in 1958. This radar tower was 
visible from practically everywhere in town. 
With every turn, the tower would cause radios 
to issue a brief buzz. At our house, Dad said 
he felt comforted by the tower, the buzzing 
wouldn’t hurt us, and if it was necessary to 
guard our shores, it was okay with him. 

The Air Force base closed in 1962. I recall the 
commander and a lieutenant coming to our store

to say goodbye to my dad. Dad was a fishing 
buddy of theirs, and there was never a time, 
even when called at night, when he wouldn’t get 
out of bed and deliver prescriptions. Dad was in 
tears when they told him they were leaving. So 
were the officers. 

If it was extraordinary that the Army left 
a mess when they departed, it was doubly 
so when the Air Force did. Everything was 
left to crumble and rot. And so, even in my 
20s and 30s, we’d go out there from time to time 
to explore.

Apparently, and we didn’t know this at this 
time, in going out, we were lucky we didn’t 
get ourselves killed.

One year, me and John Keeshan, the Montauk 
realtor, climbed around in this mess when we 
were both in our 50s.

He wrote about 
the time travel, the Montauk Boys and the 
experiments at Camp Hero. One day, all the 
animals in the woods raced into town mooing 
and crying out in terror, he wrote. 

After reading this, I wrote a-letter to Nichols. 
I told him I was publishing the town newspaper 
during this time and what he wrote was fantasy. 
I wrote it was true one sunny day the white 
swans that nested in Fort Pond came out 
onto Main Street and nested in the street and 
waddled around stopping traffic for an hour. 
Imagine that. A Montauk Highway traffic jam. I 
took pictures of the swans. 

Nichols soon published a second book called 
Montauk Revisited and I\'m in it. My denial of the 
Montauk Project, he wrote, proved I was part of 
the government conspiracy’s secret time-travel 
unit and the subsequent cover-up team. 

Eventually, the mess at Camp Hero was taken 
over by the New York State Parks Department. 
They posted guards. They put up signs. DANGER. 
DO NOT ENTER. They were afraid people would 
step on grenades and blow themselves up. 
It took the Parks Department five years to 
clean out the unexploded ordinance. But when 
done, the property became the public park and 
memorial to World War Il it is today. 

In the documentary, watching the men 
standing around in the grass where the concrete 
disk and its anti-aircraft gun had once been 
made me think—I wonder if they will find the 
underground ammunition depots.

EAST HAMPTON FOOTBALL 

East Hampton High School is not going to 
field a football team. I’ve always enjoyed going 
down to the stadium at the high school on 
Saturday afternoons in the fall to watch games 
over the years. But I won’t be going this year. 

The reason? Every year, Suffolk County 
decides before the season begins which teams 
will play which other teams. They don’t have a 
school with 600 students play against a school 
with 3,000, and that makes sense. East Hampton 
had been moved up to a division for larger 
schools. Last winter, the school petitioned the 
county to re-evaluate. It was true that a spike in 
enrollment had put the school population into a 
division with powerhouse teams for the coming 
year, so the school asked that they be put back. 
They said that if the county agreed to the return 
to the prior division, East Hampton would bow 
out of the playoffs if they should be successful. 
The request was denied. 

Why was East Hampton having trouble? 
Seems more of the kids at this point would 
rather play soccer. Perhaps with the losses 
from last year, many kids, or many of their 
parents, felt they didn’t want to go through that 
experience again. Also, football is dangerous. 

At regular varsity practices, only 14 kids 


showed up. You need to have 16 to field a team. 
Though 9 kids showed up for JV practices, it 
was not enough. The season is cancelled. 


TWIN FILMMAKERS 

Years ago, I was friends with John Weitz, a 
New York City designer of considerable note, 
and Oscar-nominated actress Susan Kohner, 
who had a summer home on Lumber Lane in 
Bridgehampton. I was also friends with Richard 
Cummings, an academic and attorney and an 
intellectual who authored books from his home 
in Bridgehampton, married to his historian and 
author wife, Mary.

It is about the legendary basketball 
coach Carl Johnson, who has steered the 
Bridgehampton High School basketball team, 
known as the Killer Bees, in its quest for 


state championships. Since the mid-1970s, the 
Killer Bees have won nine state championships. 
Coach Johnson played on three of those teams 
when going to high school himself, and he 
coached another four teams to championships 

Most New Yorkers who summer out here 
have no idea how diverse the Bridgehampton 
community is. There is an African-American 
community, there are white and Latino citizens, 
there are rich people, professional people, blue- 
collar workers and farmers. The film is about 
gentrification, education, economic inequality, 
and a team that would not be denied, largely to 
the credit of Carl Johnson, who recently retired. 

Most of the film was made two years ago—it 
covers one season—and it would have been 
nice if the Bees won the State again that year. 
They got as far as the County Championships. 
Then got beat. Well, in any case, you can 
thoroughly enjoy this story about a perennial 
underdog whose spirit, drive and dedication 
pulls them through to victory in a pattern 
unprecedented in this state. 

I'm pretty sure the film includes footage 
of when the town sends police cars and fire 
engines out in the middle of the night on the 
occasions when the Bees win the State to escort 
them as they approach Bridgehampton from 
upstate, where the championships are held. 

Personally, I can’t wait to. see this movie. #&

This hamlet was the home 
of a U.S. motoring tradition that 
would come to enjoy an illustrious 
history long before Detroit .or 
Indianapolis or Daytona. The early 
races and industries on Long Island 
had a far-reaching impact on the 
_ development of American automobiles 
and the individuals who, for more than a 
century, have sat behind their wheels. In 2017, 
the Bridgehampton Museum and Dan’s Papers 
will once again celebrate this storied history 
with an event that will reignite a passion and 
shine a light on a treasured piece of East 
End and American lore: the Bridgehampton 
Road Rally & Tour d’Hamptons, taking to 
the streets this Columbus Day Weekend on 
Saturday, October 7. 
| perween 1915 and 1921 the streets 
_ of Bridgehampton took on the sports cars of 
the time as they raced through wooded areas 
and past potato fields on dirt roads, kicking 
up dust in their wake. From 1949 until 
1953, racing resumed as crowds of up to 
50,000 people came from far and wide to 
watch cars race at speeds of up to 100 mph on 
public roads in and around Bridgehampton. 
When street racing was outlawed by New 
York State in 1953, the Bridgehampton Lions 
Club and racing supporters established 
the Bridgehampton Race Circuit just outside 
of Bridgehampton. 

On October 7, those same environs will 
welcome classic cars of these bygone eras 
and other autos of interest, now owned by 
collectors, as they cruise the Bridgehampton 
Road Rally course, making stops along the way 
as drivers immerse themselves in the history 
surrounding them. Automobiles manufactured 
prior to 1970 are eligible to enter the Rally 
(all entrants are subject to approval by the 
Bridgehampton Road Rally Committee), and 
the Rally is rain or shine. 

Some owners of special automobiles 
may simply wish to take their cars out for 
the day and have a nice drive in the company 
of like-minded enthusiasts in the perfect 
setting—a setting such as the Tour d’Hamptons. 
Open to Brass cars, antique cars, cars of 
interest, exotics, luxury vehicles—any

Gates open to the public at 
10 a.m., free of charge.

Nelson DeMille:

N elson DeMille is the author of nearly two dozen 
novels set everywhere from Long Island’s Gold 
Coast and Plum Island to Moscow and now, Cuba. 
The New York Times best-selling author’s newest 
novel, The Cuban Affair, on bookstore bookshelves 
now, not only ventures to a land as yet unexamined 
by DeMille’s pen, it also introduces a new character: 
Daniel “Mac” MacCormick, a U.S. Army veteran 
turned Key West fishing boat captain. 

“To be quite honest,” DeMille’s quipped of his

decision to introduce a new character, “the [older] 
characters were almost eligible for Social Security at 
this point.” Mac MacCormack, on the other hand, is 
only 35. He also notes that he’s switched publishers 
after 30-odd years, and while most publishers 
welcome established characters—John Corey, the 
main character of DeMille’s last handful of novels, 
certainly fits that bill—the author says, “I really 
wanted to start fresh.” 

And so he got to work on a new character and a 
new novel. In October 2015 DeMille traveled to Cuba 
with a Yale Educational group—group travel being

much easier in Cuba than individual travel. As a 
matter of fact, in the novel, Mac is also travelling 
with a Yale Educational group as a cover for his 
mission. (No spoilers, we promise.) “He kind of 
followed my itinerary,” DeMille said, confessing that 
he did take some literary license. He’d already had 
his idea for the novel and what he thought the plot 
would be, but, he says, “I didn’t have the feelings 
of the country—you don’t have those feelings until 
you get your feet on the ground. | really believe you 
can’t be an armchair researcher. It’s so easy to do 
it with the internet, but you really have to go where 
the action is. Not only do you get a better feeling for _ 
the place, but it also changes the plot sometimes.” 
He continued that, while in Cuba, he was always 
thinking of the book. “I couldn’t have written the 
book unless I went to Havana.” 

Something that might surprise readers and other 
writers alike, especially in the digital age, is that 
DeMille does all of his writing in longhand, starting 
at about noon every day. “I don’t type,” he said. “I 
do all my writing in longhand on yellow legal pads 
with a number 1 pencil and I sit there as though I’m 
doing a huge term paper that’s late and I write.” And 
he writes and writes and writes, “usually until 7 or 
8 p.m.” Sometimes he writes even longer. “I have a lot 
of energy when I’m drinking coffee and writing, and 
I can easily go until midnight—and twice I’ve gone 
until dawn.” He admits the writing might not be great 
at three in the morning, but says it’s there, and that 
he can edit later. 

As for his next novel, DeMille is already hard at 
work in the afternoons. “It’s set in the Hamptons and 
also the Gold Coast,” he says. “It’s a cross between 
a police procedural—like a John Corey novel—and 
The Gold Coast” and a welcome break from all the 
research he did for The Cuban Affair—Long Island is 
home, after all.

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CALENDAR 
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Keeping Stock Market Performance in Perspective

he stock market has enjoyed an extended period 

of strong performance that dates back to the 
end of the last bear market in early 2009. While stock 
market performance can be measured in myriad 
ways, it’s the Dow Jones Industrial Average that has 
surpassed several one-thousand-point milestones so 
far in 2017: The Dow first topped the 20,000 mark on 
January 25, before passing the 21,000 level just over 
a month later. Then in early August, it broke through 
the 22,000 mark. As August ended, the seemingly 
smooth sailing market rally hit a few bumps. While 
ho one can predict the future, market strategists 
and analysts are suggesting that we could see some 
additional market volatility in the months ahead. 
So how do investors keep all of this in perspective 
while trying to manage their portfolios? Here 
are three points to keep in mind as you follow the 
stock market: 
1. The real value of each Snviae move in the 
Dow index diminishes as the market rises. 

While the Dow Jones average is often used to 
provide a general reading on the state of the market, 
the index includes the 30 largest company stocks. 
When the Dow Jones Industrial Average climbs 
higher, the actual impact of each change in its 
price is reduced. For example, when the Dow broke 
through the 2,000 barrier in January 1987, it marked 
a notable 100% increase from the 1,000 level first 
reached nearly 15 years earlier. By contrast, when 
the Dow moved 1,000 points to reach 22,000 between 


March and August of this year, it represented just a 
4.5% increase. 

The same perspective applies to day-to-day market 
moves. The stock market makes headlines when the 
Dow Jones average moves up or down 100 points ina 
day. Twenty years ago, when the Dow stood at about 
8,000, a 100-point move in the market represented 
a 1.25% change in value. Today, a 100-point move 
is equivalent to less than a half-percent change. In 
short, 100 points in the Dow Jones Industrial Average 
doesn’t mean what it used to. 

2. Markets can retreat from record levels. 

Just as stock markets can rise, history shows 
they can fall as well. In the spring of 1999, the index 
reached the 11,000 mark. It moved higher for a few 
more months before a severe bear market occurred. 
The Dow dropped to 7,286 in 2002 before returning to 
the 11,000 level in 2006. Similarly, the market topped 
14,000 in 2007 just before the start of another severe 
bear market. It fell and did not reach that level again 
until early 2013. 

No one can guarantee what will happen to stocks 
over the next week, month or year. Stock markets are 
unpredictable in the short term, as fluctuations are 
part of the market’s behavior over time. Price swings 
are a reality for stock investors, but over time, stocks 
historically have recovered. 

3. Indexes may not be _ representative of 
your portfolio. 

While indexes often generate headlines, their 
performance may not be an appropriate reflection 
of your own portfolio. Emotions run high when there 


are market swings, but don’t let fear get the best of 
you. Stock market swings can act as a reminder to 
review your financial position, making sure that your 
asset mix matches your long-term goals. Remember 
that the most important factors of your investment 
success are your goals, the time you have to invest, 
your risk tolerance, and your commitment to save. 

Reacting to the stock market or speculation about 
events that may happen in the future might make for 
interesting dinner conversation, but remember that 
it’s not a proven investing strategy.

Dark Horse in Riverhead May ce rise You

y definition a “dark horse” is a little-known 

entity which ultimately ends up victorious. 
Quite clever of owner Dee Muma to bestow the 
name on her restaurant Dark Horse in Riverhead, 
an establishment that prides itself on offering an 
entirely gluten-free menu. 

When she opened Dark Horse almost nine years 
ago, Muma was determined to make her menu gluten- 
free for two reasons. First, Muma herself suffers 
from gluten intolerance, and two, the growing need 
for gluten-free cuisine was rising and is rising still, 
making her “Dark Horse” a destination restaurant for 
a rapidly growing clientele. 

The restaurant, which sits on the corner of Peconic 
Avenue and Main Street, is cozy yet modern, with 
an impressively large bar as the backdrop. Soothing

tunes from pianist Danny Keys set the tone for 
a relaxing meal. Upon being seated, you will be 
treated to Muma’s homemade, gluten-free cornbread, 
a recipe she has perfected through many trials. 

As I sipped a sweet Chardonnay from Italy, my 
dining partner and I started with a favorite—crispy 
fried calamari. I'll admit I was worried that the 
breading wouldn’t hold up well during frying, as 
Muma uses a variety of gluten-free flours, including 
rice flour (the rest are top secret). But the breading 
was satisfyingly crunchy, the meat tender and, with 
a squeeze of lemon, Dark Horse’s calamari is among 
some of the best I’ve had. 

We were treated to a trio of soups, including a 
luscious and bright Manhattan Clam Chowder, along 
with a seasonal apple squash bisque that was warm 
and comforting, alluding to the glorious fall season 
now in full swing. But my favorite of the trio was the 
corn chowder; chunks of local potatoes swimming 
with kernels of sweet, roasted Long Island corn in a 
broth that was not too creamy, yet by no means thin. 
It was hearty and rich and IJ drank the entire cup. 

My love affair with mozzarella led me to try Dark 
Horse’s housemade offering of the delectable cheese, 
served on a bed of a tomato ragu of sorts, with 
chunks of onion, tomatoes and eggplant pillowing 
the delicate slices of cheese. This no-fuss, no-frills 
dish was simplicity at its best. I enjoyed the first 
bite of mozzarella plain—the mellow, luscious 
cheese melting in my mouth. The ragu underneath 
was almost unnecessary, although quite tasty and 
perfectly seasoned. The farm-to-table approach

of this simple dish is what unforgettable foodie 
experiences are made of. 

The entrées are varied, with something for every 
diner—Grilled Chicken, Sesame Tuna, a vegetarian 
option called Vegetable Dieci Strati, housemade chili, 
a Dark Horse burger (which you can get made with 
bison meat) served on a gluten-free bun (of course) 
and the Fig and Arugula Pizza on the specials menu 
sounded delish. 

We tried the Merlot Beef, which is slow braised 
with vegetables and broth, creating a tender, flavorful 
dish. The meat does indeed melt in your mouth, as it 
should. Served alongside is a trio of sides that are all 
delectable—local smashed potatoes, sautéed kale, 
and roasted corn salad. Again the corn dish was my 
favorite, but all three were (Continued on next page)

more than just side dishes—they were part of the 
show. The grass-fed ribeye, on the specials menu, 
was served with shrimp lounging on top in a buttery 
sauce, with a delightful red onion confit and blue 
cheese. The steak was cooked. to perfection and the 
shrimp were seasoned perfectly—making for a great 
surf and turf combo. 

For dessert, we ordered the gluten-free brownie 
with chocolate ice cream, and the chocolate mousse 
which our server, Sonja, highly recommended. The 
brownie was ridiculously good, and there was no 
way | could tell I was eating a gluten-free dessert—a 
tribute to Muma’s relentless pursuit of perfection in 
her gluten-free baked goods. The chocolate mousse is 
nearly indescribable: chocolate lovers, come hither. 
Muma also invited us try her pumpkin mousse (with 
pumpkins grown on her own farm), served with 
a (gluten-free) sugar cookie the size of my head.

says Craig. “As a result, many homeowners will benefit from reduced premiums and 
fewer claims.” 


Rolling shutters offer long-term value by saving energy, reducing maintenance and 
extending the life of costly windows and doors. 


Narrow aluminum slats roll up into a box-housing above the window. When installed 
during new home construction, the box and tracks can be totally hidden. For existing 
homes, roll shutters are custom made and fitted to blend with your homes’ style. 


Another effective solution is VuaSafe™ Storm Panels. These are modular, light weight 
panels made from clear polycarbonate, an impact resistant plastic. The clear panel system 
has Florida Building Code approval and passes large missile impact testing.
